wise would he destroyed from lack 
of proper care. 
Similar volunteer 
n lief work in the British armies 
resulted in a saving of more than 
$21,Mo,OOO during the first sixteen 
months of war and the restoring 
of 105,000 sick and injured army 
animals to active service. 
The American Red Star Animal 
Relief is the outgrowth of a request 
made in May, 1016, by Secretary of 
War Baker to the American Hil­ 
lman*' association to “render organ­ 
ized aid to injured army animals in 
time of war.”

“Foreign governments have bei n 
informed that in future in the dis­ 
trict of the Northern Arctic ocean, 
east of the twenty-fourth degree 
of eastern longitude and south of 
the seventy-fifth degree of north­ 
ern latitude,

of Norwegian territorial 
waters, 
all ocean traffic

be opposed 
forthwith with all arms. Neutral 
shipping plying this district do so 
at their own risk, but provision is 
made that neutral ships

ready are on voyages to ports iii 
this barred zone or that desire to 
leave such ports, will not he at­
